A farmer can produce thous- 
ands of dollars’ worth of hogs 
or sheep in a year or two. But 
when it comes.to the horse bus- 
iness and he has to patiently 
wait four or five years, taking 
many chances of even, then hav- 
ing-a marketable horse, it is 
rather slow and discouraging. 
Yet if a farmer can afford to go 
into tne horse business and fol- 
low the lines of good heavy 
draft stock he can make as 
much or more money and easi- 
er than any other line of farm- 
ing today. We think that we 
are getting an cxtremely high 
market priceifor cattle and pork 
at the present prices of $7.50 to 
$9.00 per cwt. But when you 
come to figure up that a good 
sound tive or six-year-old ‘horse, 
that weighs 1,500 pounds, 
| brings $250 to $275, or around 
20c. per pound, it looks pretty 
|profitable. As a matter of fact, 
haw can produce a colt nearly as 
cheaply as a stecr, and in fact 
cheaper when we come to figure 
the amount of ‘‘cash corn’ the 
steer consumes before he will 
‘wing the highest market price. 
|One of the greatest drawbacks 
ito the horse business is that 
there are too many lightweight 
‘horses bred. A light horse of 
1,000 to 1,200 pounds is pretty 
handy, it is true, but when you 
come to load them down on the 
road or in ths fields ut work 
they can’t stand up. That — is 
What accounts for so many in 
ferior, blemished, plug horses— 
they have been worked beyond 
thar capacity.
